FORMER LABOUR DEPUTY LEADER SHOCKED BY HOSPITAL DELAYS 


Former deputy Prime Minis¬ 
ter John Prescott said he was 
left shocked by the conditions 
at Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital (NGH) during a visit there 
to see an ill sister. 

Mr Prescott, who was a La¬ 
bour MP for 40 years, said 
he witnessed dozens of pa¬ 
tients, many elderly, confused 
and frightened, on trolleys 
“crammed in every direction” 
when he went to visit his sister 
Viv, aged 70, who was recover¬ 
ing from a heart attack. 

The Mercury ’s sister paper, 
the Chronicle&Echo, reported 
earlier this month that NGH 
was dealing with its busiest- 
ever winter, with a sharp in¬ 
crease in elderly patients 
suffering breathing problems. 

Writing in last weekend’s 
Sunday Mirror, Lord Prescott 
said he “wasn’t prepared for 
the shock of seeing all the beds 
in the corridors”. 


He added: “I’ve seen elder¬ 
ly people waiting before but 
nothing like this. 

“I saw anxiety in people’s 
faces - the fear and anger that 
they are waiting and of the un¬ 
certainty - and I realised the 
doctors and nurses have to 
deal with that every day. 

“Itwasn’tjustthe A&E cen¬ 
tre. They had spilled out into 
corridors where the nurses 
were getting on with treating 
patients.” 

Lord Prescott said he was 
worried about the attitude of 
one member of staff at the hos¬ 
pital he encountered. 

He said: “A woman said she 
hoped I didn’t have a camera. 
She must have thought I was 
looking for stories. She should 
have been concerned about 
patients. I was just going to 
see my dying sister and was 
grateful for what the hospital 
was doing. 

She apologised and of¬ 


fered a complaint form, but I 
told her she didn’t need to do 
that. I knew they were under 
pressure.” 

Lord Prescott said hospi¬ 
tals struggle to discharge re¬ 
covering patients because 
they still needed some care 
and have nowhere else to go. 

He said: “My sister was in 
intensive care. When she be¬ 
gan to recover, they wanted to 
move her one floor down, but 
they couldn’t. It was blocked 
with the bed blocking. 

“The only way out of this 
situation is politicians mak¬ 
ing a bold, long-term move to 
protect the NHS.” 

Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital Chief Executive Dr Sonia 
Swart said levels of demand 
had been unprecedented in 
January. 

She said: “Despite the trol¬ 
leys in corridors and the wait¬ 
ing times, we continued at all 
times to provide safe care.”

‘My year of hell’due 
to unknown illness 


A 34-year-old woman from 
Northampton says she has 
gone through “a year of hell” 
after her weight increased by 
eight stone due to an undiag¬ 
nosed condition that is caus¬ 
ing her to retain fluid. 

Laura Pell, of Kingsthorpe, has 
been battling with a mysteri¬ 
ous health problem that has 
led to rapid fluid retention, 
high blood pressure and an 
irregular heartbeat. 

Despite several weeks of 
treatment in hospital and be¬ 
ing prescribed with medica¬ 
tion to ease the fluid retention, 
Ms Pell’s condition has not im¬ 
proved. 

After exhausting all treat¬ 
ment routes available on the 
NHS, Ms Pell is now raising 
money for a private medical 
appointment to see a special¬ 
ist who may be able to diag¬ 
nose the cause of the problem. 

Ms Pell said: “The last year 
has been hell. 

“The doctor’s don’t know 


how to decrease the fluid. It is 
absolute agony and I am strug¬ 
gling to move. Walking is near 
enough impossible. I have no 
quality of life. I can’t trust my 
body to get me to the end of the 
road. 

“I’m 34 years old but I feel 
like a 90-year-old.” 

Ms Pell said she had suf¬ 
fered from a number of health 
problems throughout her life 
due to having a Primary Im¬ 
mune Deficiency and has 
overcome meningitis, tu¬ 
berculosis, pneumonia and 
Clostridium Difficile in the 
past. 

However, she said the fluid 
retention, known as oedema, 
was agony on a daily basis. She 
believes her problems may be 
down to a tumour on her pitui¬ 
tary gland but has been unable 
to get an appointment to have 
this removed via the NHS. 

She is now hoping to raise 
the money she needs to see a 
private neurosurgeon and en¬ 
docrinologist to see if she can 
have an operation to remove 


the tumour or to find if any 
other treatment for her con¬ 
dition might be available. 

Ms Pell said: “I look for¬ 
ward to the day when I won’t 
feel defined by my bad health, 


■ A Facebook group has 
been set up by Laura Pell’s 
friends in a bid to raise the 
money to help her fund two 
appointments to see private 
specialists. 

■ The group, called‘Laura 
needs our help’, currently 
has more than 500 members 
and enough money has 
already be raised to see a 
private neurosurgeon. 

■ However, each private 
appointment is expensive, 
so Ms Pell is appealing for 


looking forward to a lot less 
pain. It’s really crushing my 
spirit to be honest. 

“I can’t move without pain 
or sweating and getting more 
puffy.”

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Family seeks answers 


A father-of-two, who 
died mysteriously 
after a night out 
in Northampton 
in 2005, had been 
mugged, police have told his 
family. 

Almost io years after the 
death of Dean Knight, who 
was found unconscious out¬ 
side his home in Matchless 
Close, in Duston, on April 29, 
his family are again appealing 
for anyone who has informa¬ 
tion to come forward. 

Mr Knight, a former fork¬ 
lift driver, had received a se¬ 
rious head injury while on 
a night out in Northampton 
and he died four days later in 
an Oxford hospital, aged 36. 

When he was found on his 
driveway, he showed no oth¬ 
er signs of injury apart from a 
small graze on an arm. 

But his son, Sean, who was 
aged 10 at the time, has now re¬ 
vealed that, after asking police 
for all the evidence they col¬ 
lected, the force confirmed 
his father had been mugged 
on the night of the attack. 

Although four arrests were 
made in connection with the 
case, no charges were made.

It has also emerged that 
among other evidence, a 
neighbour saw Mr Knight 
being dropped off by a white 
van. 

Sean said: “The police 
came over and showed us 
CCTV footage of dad stagger¬ 
ing down Gold Street, hold¬ 
ing his head, after leaving the 
Chicago Rock Cafe [which has 
since closed) on the Market 
Square. 

“It shows him a bit later in 
Limehurst Square, in Duston, 
but then he disappears. 


“The eyewitness accounts 
are a bit jumbled, but one of 
his neighbours said they saw 
him get dropped off at the 
house at around 7am by a 
white van and it looked like 
the driver was watching him. 

“An hour later he had gone 
and then an hour after that 
they saw him lying in the 
driveway.” 

Sean and his sister, Anna, 
now aged 17, who grew up with 
their grandmother, Angela 
Jeffery, arrived to stay with Mr 
Knight just as he was found. 

Mrs Jeffery, aged 62, said: 
“We passed the ambulance 
leaving as we were coming up 
the road towards the house, 
but we didn’t think anything 
ofitatthetime. 

“When neighbours told us 
what had happened, we went 
straight to Northampton Gen¬ 
eral Hospital and I visited him 
every day. 

“He was moved to Oxford 
and died on March 3. When it 
happened, Dean and I sat out¬ 
side together and sobbed.” 

Police believe that Mr 
Knight was robbed after leav¬ 
ing the club as his driver’s 
licence and wallet were re-

covered in Harlestone Road. 

Mrs Jeffery said: “All he had 
in his pockets when he was 
found was a penny. He didn’t 
even have the keys to get into 
his house. Just before the at¬ 
tack he had been on a trip with 
his father and was really look¬ 
ing forward to having his chil¬ 
dren over for the weekend. 


“I am very bitter about itbe- 
cause I don’t think police tried 
hard enough to find those re¬ 
sponsible for his death. They 
made four arrests, but then 
said they didn’t have enough 
evidence. I haven’t been able 
to sleep properly in the 10 
years since it happened.” 

The inquest into Mr 


Knight’s death recorded an 
open verdict and the patholo¬ 
gist said he had sustained fatal 
head injuries, consistent with 
a heavy blow. 

Some evidence had sug¬ 
gested that Mr Knight could 
have accidentally fallen from a 
wheelie bin, but this has never 
been accepted by his family.

‘My garden is not 
part of my village’ 



Carl Weininger’s property in West Haddon (within yellow lines) has been

A disabled man has been 
stopped from building a 
bungalow on his property in 
Northamptonshire because 
his garden now falls outside 
the village boundary. 

Carl Weininger, aged 62, of 
West Haddon, has polio and 
severe injuries caused by a 
motorbike accident and wants 
to build a bungalow in his 
garden so he can rent out his 
house, but remain living inde¬ 
pendently in the same place. 

However, Daventry Dis¬ 
trict Council’s local plan 
- which sets out the official vil¬ 
lage confines to prevent over 
development - has drawn the 
boundary through his prop¬ 
erty, leaving his house in West 
Haddon but his garden in open 
countryside. 

It means any development 
in his garden is banned un¬ 
der rules to stop ‘infill’ which 
means the long-term join- 
ing-up of villages by building 
houses round their edges. 


Mr Weininger said: “The 
logic defeats me. 

“How can my house be in a 
village yet my garden not be? 
The line zig-zags round my 
house yet nobody seems to be 
able to tell me why it couldn’t 
have been drawn a few metres 
the other way.” 

Mr Weininger said he was 
particularly puzzled because 
permission for a developer to 
build 100 new homes beyond 
the village boundary - be¬ 
tween Northampton Road and 
Guilsborough Road-were ap¬ 


proved on appeal last month. 

The planning inspector 
who overturned the decision 
said he did so because the 
homes would significantly 
address a shortage of houses 
in West Haddon. 

Mr Weininger said; “All I 
really wanted was to build a 
home that would make living 
more manageable in future 
years and keep me out of hos¬ 
pital. I hate the thought of be¬ 
coming a burden on the state, 
but it seems I’m being forced 
down that road.”

Saints have asked the com¬ 
pany employed to construct 
the delayed East Stand at Six- 
fields stadium to build the new 
Barwell Stand at Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

The club announced that it 
had signed a letter of intent 
for Buckingham Group Con¬ 
tracting Ltd to build the new 
1,900-seat stand during this 
summer. 

Work will begin immedi¬ 
ately after the end of the cur¬ 
rent season, with seating and 
a control room expected to 
be completed in time for the 
start of the 2015/16 Aviva 
Premiership season, with the 
hospitality boxes and Stur- 
tridge Suite set to open in De¬ 
cember. 

Buckingham Group are the 
firm being employed to build 
the East Stand at Sixfields, 
which was originally sched¬ 
uled for completion in Octo¬ 
ber 2014. 

However progress has been 
has halted by a three-month 
suspension ofwork due to a le¬ 
gal despute between the club 
and First Land, the contrac¬ 
tors who are in charge of the 
project and who employed 
Buckingham Group. 


Saints chairman Tony 
Hewitt said that the Buck¬ 
ingham Group was “a natu¬ 
ral choice” and that the club 
would ensure the build kept 
to the previously-announced 
schedule. 

He said: “Buckingham 
Group has built some out¬ 
standing sports stadiums in 
the UK, and we are confident 
they will do the same here at 
Franklin’s Gardens and en¬ 
sure that the Barwell Stand 
is something that we can be 
proud of. 

“They are a local firm and 
have been very positive during 
our negotiations. 

“We are looking forward 
to working with them closely 
over the coming months to en¬ 
sure that the project remains 
on schedule and built to the 


highest standards.” 

Buckingham Group, which 
has its head office near Silver- 
stone, has previously built 
the Silverstone Wing, the 
Copper Box arena at the Ol¬ 
ympic Park in London, stadi- 
umMK and the Amex Stadium 
in Brighton. 

Franklin’s Gardens’ new 
£6 million development will 
complete the ‘stadium bowl’ 
and increase capacity to about 
15,500. 

Designed by Peter Haddon 
Partners, the Barwell Stand 
will replace the Sturtridge Pa¬ 
vilion at the north end of the 
stadium, parts ofwhich are 50 
years old. 

Paul Wheeler, Bucking¬ 
ham Group chairman, said: 
“We are absolutely delighted 
to have been selected.”
